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House Bill Would 


Stop War Funds; 


Big Service Cuts 


Army and Navy Slashed 


Heavily; 
Building 


Moneys Kept 


Washington, Feb. 27—(AP)— 


The house appropriations commit- 
tee recommended today the recap- 
ture of $7,112,230,059 in unspent 
wartime funds and spending au- 
thority. 


It sent to the house floor for 


consideration later this week a 
bill adding that amount to ap- 
proximately $55,000,000,000 which 
congress previously ordered can- 
celled. 


As in previous measures, the 


army and the navy took the big- 
gest cuts. Both of the services told 
the committee their mighty air 
armadas which put Japan and 
Germany out of the war 
have 


dwindled to a mere shadow of 
their former strength. 


Navy Gets Big Cut 


From the navy's available funds 


and spending authority, the com- 
mittee recommended a cut of $3,- 
166,992,924, leaving $21,470,814,- 
107 available during the current 
fiscal year ending June 30. The 
largest" cutback, $961,726,000, was 
in the fund for construction and 
replacement of naval vessels. 


The army's rescission was $1,- 


615.926,369, which would leave 
$32.242,350,278 available. A billion 
of the reduction was in the Air 
Forces fund. 


The balance of the total reduc- 


tion was shared mainly by the 
Maritime commission, the 
War 


Shipping administration and the 
Defense Aid-Lend Lease program 
now being liquidated. 


For agencies which escaped re- 


ductions, as well as those whose 
funds are pared by the bill, the 
committee promised future 
con- 


sideration, disclosing that it prob- 
ably will have another cancella- 
tion measure. 


Commenting on its action in 


trimming the drawing accounts of 
the armed forces the committee 
said:

"Science has revolutionized the 


ways and means of offensive-de- 
fensive warfare. We stand at the 
crossroads of a new era". 


And it cited this testimony, giv- 


en during consideration of the 
bill, by Lt. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, 
deputy Army Air Force command- 
er. 


Speaking of what the commit- 


tee called the "disintegration of 
the air force", Eaker said it has 
proceeded to "the point where we 
do not have a single squadron 
capable of carrying" out effectively 
a major military mission". 


Air forces personnel, the Gen- 


eral said, has been cut more than 
60 per cent below its VE-day 
strength and by July 1 will be 
down to 70 combat groups com- 
posed of 400,000 military person- 
nel, 
more than half assigned to 


overseas bases. 


The actual number of airplanes, 


he added, will be reduced to less 
than '24.000 "some time this sum- 
mer," compared with 69,000 when 
the war ended in Europe.

House Republican Leader Joseph

Our national 
self respect and our duties as hu- 
man beings demand that we do 
all possible to stop the spread of 
famine. 


"I have directed the agencies of 


government to do everything pos- 
sible to this end. 
But govern- 


ment alone is not enough. 


"We can not meet this situation 


without an aggressive voluntary 
program on the part of private 
citizens to reduce food consump- 
tion in this country.

"I am asking you and a very

Report Reds Landing Thousands 


of Armed Forces in Manchuria 


Shanghai. Feb. 27.—(AP)—High 


Cnmese military circles in Chinh- 
sien reported today that Russia 
is landing additional thousands of 
troops in Dairen and Port Arthur, 
indicating an intention to remain 
in Manchuria indefinitely. 
This 


was not confirmed officially. 


From the Manchurian capital, 


Changchun, a Russian Tass news 
agency dispatch quoted the Soviet 
high command as saying all Rus- 
sian troops would be gone from 
Manchuria at least no later than 
American troops withdraw from 
China: probably before. 


Public demonstrations in China 


against continued Russian occupa- 
tion of Manchuria mounted de- 
spite Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek's admonition to the nation 
not to be too concerned. 


In Nanking, more than 10.000 


demonstrators jammed the city's 
middle (high) scho.ol compound 
yesterday. Here in Shanghai al- 
most 20,000 students staged their 
third such demonstration in three 
days, parading past the Russian 
consulate building. Thousands also 
marched in Chungking, Chengtu 
tad othtr citiM. 


Chinese military men in Chinh-

'Serious and Disturbing' 
This month's Woman's Home 


Companion prints the results of 
its latest reader poll under the 
heading. 
"Serious and Disturb- 


ing." 
Two thousand women of 


various ages and income gioups 
throughout 
the 
country 
were 


asked whether they felt that we 
are on the road to permanent 
peace. Only one in six answered 
yes. 


They also were asked whom they 


thought we would fight against, 
if peace could not be preserved. Of 
the two-thirds who answered spe- 
cifically, 65 per cent named Rus- 
sia. 


Serious and disturbing these 


findings certainly are. 
But they 


are neither shocking nor surpris- 
ing. A street-corner sampling of 
opinion by anyone in any town 
might well yield the same results. 
Why? 


The magazine's editors try to 


answer that in an editorial ac- 
companying the poll results. They 
also try to calm fears and encour- 
age straight thinking. 
There is

Washington—The new Truman- 


Bowles economic control program 
has not been thoroughly inter- 
preted or understood. The Pres- 
ident spoke of it as "a bulge'' in 
his wage-price line. Bowles, be- 
ing a price man himself, talks of 
it as a price-holding policy, as it 
there was not much more to it. 
Actually, the wording of the ex- 
ecutive order authorizing it ven- 
tures far beyond these fields into 
a complete government control, 
more specific and extensive than 
wartime, based upon the follow- 
ing proposition: 


1. A general wage increase, 


above wartime rates, with no 
figure mentioned. 


2. Increase of prices only where 


necessary to bring business prof- 
its up to pre-war level. 


In simplest essence, then, the 


idea is to make business pay high- 
er than war wages and limit 
profits to the lower, pre-mflation, 
pre-war standard. Prices are to 
go wherever this formula sends 
them.

To accomplish such proposed 


economic legerdemain (if it can 
be accomplished), the government 
proposes to lay hands on every 
economic control—establish prior- 
ities over materials, limit profits 
through its wage policy and price 
limitations, and rather specifically 
fix wages. While it has mentioned 
no precise figure for the general 
wage increase in its announce- 
ments, it has advocated boosts 
ranging from 15 to 20 per cent, 
or 15 to 22 cents an hour in steel, 
autos, etc. 
This is coming now 


on top of the general 15 per cent 
war increase of the Little Steel 
Formula, 
which actually 
went 


further than 15 per cent in con- 
trived 
concessions 
(reclassifica- 


tions, portal-to-portal, vacations, 
etc.). Thus wages have been of- 
ficially decreed to be up 30 per 
cent from pre-war—and the sign- 
ed steel contract with its new ap- 
proximately 20 per cent wage in- 
crease runsTfor only one year. At 
which time the union may seek 
the rest of its demands for an- 
other increase. 


* * * 


The Truman-Bowles decree au- 


thorizes continued extension of 
the 15-20 per cent wage increases 
for any of these following reasons 
which might apply in a particular 
case—consistency with "a general 
pattern," the local labor market, 
gross inequities, disparities, cost 
of living, etc.. etc. In effect, the 
wage policy is to grant increases 


for any purpose excepting infla- 
tion. 


But on business profits, the ex- 


ecutive order is strict and specific. 
While business may apply tor 
price increases in less than six 
months (this point greatly stress- 
ed as favorable to business hi the 
announcements), business can get 
an increase only to prevent op- 
erating at a loss, or to bring its 
profits up—I quote paragraph 25 
—"To earn an average rate of 
profit equal as nearly as may be 
to the rate of the return on net 
worth earned by the industry in 
the peacetime basic period applic- 
able to that industry." 
* * * 


This is no simple wage-price 


formula—or policy. It is revolu- 
tionary. It proposes a peacetime 
revolution in the capitalistic sys- 
tem greater than effected for war 
purposes, although operating un- 
der continuance of the president's 
war powers act. During the war, 
the government acted only in gen- 
eralities, using ceilings and freez- 
ings in its controls and taxing 
the profits of business whatever 
these were. 
Now it is moving 


into specific management not only 
of each wage and each price, but 
each profit. 


It is not a "hold the line" pol- 


icy (which worked out as a hold- 
-the-sieve policy, in which secret 
price and wage increases were ef- 
fected by gross deterioration in 
quality of goods and services), or 
"a bulge" in that sieve. It is a 
"nut cracker" program. 


It proposes to crack the "nut" 


(income of business) not alone 
between the loose jaws of wage 
increases and price ceilings, as 
during the war, but by the inser- 
tion of a third, specific sharp jaw 
—a profit ceiling, not fixed real- 
istically on values of this current 
inflationary era, but upon the 
pre-war value of the dollar in pur- 
chasing power. 


Can it be done? Could the pro- 


gram work? 
With the above 


initial explanation of the depths 
of the project, I will attempt to 
ascertain the answer to the final 
questions in a subsequent column.

It seems clear at last that what 


is "serious and disturbing" is not 
American pessimism and cynicism 
concerning permanent peace, but 
the cause of the American atti- 
tude. When the cause is removed, 
the attitude will change. 
Until

work for peace, but it must also 
be prepared to defend it, and de- 
fend 
it 
strongly 
and 
swiftly 


against the threat of another to- 
tal war that promises total de- 
struction.

Herman Goering Just 


Where He Belongs

Nuernberg, Germany. — Your 


correspondent has run into Reichs* 
marshal Hermann Goering here 
and is mighty glad to see him 
again. 
Because this time he is 


where he belongs—in the dock ot 
the allied court on the charge ol 
cnroes against humanity. 


Hitler's crown prince is looking 


far better than I've ever seen him, 
especially since he has lost a huge 
amount of the fat he used to lug 
about with him. 
He also seems 


remarkably cheerful and full of 
beans, if you will pardon the ex- 
pression, especially for one who 
is sitting on death's front door- 
step. He has lost little if any of 
the self-confidence and ego he 
possessed when I saw him in ac- 
tion at Munich in 1938, and later 
in Berlin, as he and his chief were 
putting the finishing touches on 
their conspiracy against mankind. 


Still it isn't surprising to see 


Goering battling for life with a 
grin and a fair exhibition of non- 
chalance. 
For to give the devil 


his due, Hermann has never been 
accused of lacking physical cour- 
age. 
He won Ms spurs in the 


first World war, you know, with 
his spectacular showmanship and 
daring. 


Succeeded Rk.-lithof.en 


I was on the British front when 


the famous Baron 
Richthofen, 


leader of the "Flying Circus," was 
shot down in his crimson plane. 
He was Germany's greatest ace 
and a lot of folk wondered what j 
would happen to the circus. They j 
soon found out. For another lead- j 
er came over in a crimson plane— 
and that was young Goering. 


So Hitler's runner-up is making 


a fight of it in court. Of course 
he knows very well that his chanc- 
es of escaping death are almost 
nil. However, he's sticking to the 
old adage that while there's life 
there's 
hope—and 
anyway, 
it 


pleases his vanity to attract atten- 
tion in a courtroom, crowded with 
the nationals of many countries 


He's the central figure in the 


trial—and how well he realizes it, 
as he scribbles notes for his at- 
torney, nods approval of argu- 
ments by the defense or shakes 
disapproval of some point by the 
prosecution. Goering's penchant 
for theatricals has given a lot of 
folk the idea that he's just a buf- 
foon, but don't get that mistaken 
notion. 
He's smart and his or- 


ganizing ability and driving- force 
had much to do with putting the 
Reich on such a powerful war 
footing that Hitler almost con- 
queredEurope. 


Von Papen Most Feared 


But despite all the evil which 


Goering has done, he isn't the one 
to be most feared among the nazi 


chieftains on trial. That distinc- 


tion fails to Franz von Japen, the 
crafty worker behind the scenes 
who built Hitler up with the idea 
of double crossing him and becom- 
ing fuehrer himself. Von Papen's 
scheme failed, but he remains one 
of the world's most dangerous 
men. 
He, too, is fighting vigor- 


ously for his life. 


So is Joachim von Ribbentrop, 


one time foreign minister, who 
also is tricky but no match for 
von Papen. 
Then there's Juhus 


Streicher, the Jew baiter whose 
evil mind registers on his repul- 
sive face. 


So runs the list of defendants 


for whom German legal experts 
are exerting all their skill. Ostens- 
ibly the lives of these nazi leaders 
are the main issue of the moment 
—but actually the German law- 
yers are subtly injecting an even 
more important issue into the 
trial, and that is to acquit the 
nation of any crimes for which the 
nazi chiefs might be convicted. 
You see this defense of the father- 
land projected frequently. 


The theme song of the defense 


is this paradoxical chant: These 
defendants aren't guilty, but if 
they are guilty, still the people of 
the Reich were not partners in 
crime. The signs are that Goer- 
ing and at least some of the other 
defendants are coupling the fight 
for 
their own lives with this 


whitewashing; of the nation at the 
expense, if necessary, of Hitler and 
others who are dead. 


However, there is no disposition 


to hang the blame on Hitler un- 
less all other defense fails. 'The 
German lawyers have been build- 
ing up their case on the allega- 
tion that Hitler was forced to go 
to war to defend the Reich against 
aggression which they assert was 
being planned by England on the 
west and Russia in the east.

short, the German defense is try-

Praise USO Work, 


Urge Continuance 


REPORT REVIEWS 


5 YEARS OF SERVICE 


Official announcement that USO 
will conduct its own fund raising 
campaign next September and Octo- 
ber with a goal to cover minimum 
service requirements through 1947 
was made by President Liodsley F. 
Kimball at a USO Fifth Anniversary 
luncheon held in New York, February 
4th. 
Similar announcements were 


made at anniversary luncheons in 
other cities. 
USO came into being on February 


4, 1941, when six member agencies 
joined hands to create one organiza- 
tion to care for the needs of the 
men and women of the armed forces. 
So far the American public has con- 
tributed 200 million dollars. 


At the New York luncheon the 


speakers were Lieutenant General J. 
Lawton Collins, Director of Informa- 
tion of the War Department, and 
Vice-Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, Chief 
of Navy Personnel, who described 
what USO had done in its five years 
of operation and what it still must 
do for the service men here and 
abroad. 


Gen. Eisenhower's Message 


Gen. Dwight W. Eisenhower, Chief 


of Staff, sent this message: 


"May 
I earnestly count on your 


organization and your host of volun- 
teers to stay with us through the dan- 
gerous and difficult period of transi- 
tion to final peace? 
"We still have a pressing need for 


the services of USO and will be 
deeply grateful for your continued 
helo in the future as in the past." 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 


Chief of Naval Operations, also sent 
a message of congratulation. 


Need for Fund Outlined 


The need for raising a terminal 


fund in the fall of 1946 is due to the 
fact that the National War Fund 
will finance USO only through 1946. 
Tentative, purely tentative, plans 
for 1947 call for the operation of 
some 350-400 USO clubs in the con- 
tinental United States, largely in 
connection with hospitalized but con- 
valescent veterans. Operation of sta- 
tion lounges for troops-in-transit, 
men on leave, and families of service 
people must continue. Overseas clubs 
will carry on in Alaska, Canal Zone, 
Hawaii, Philippines, etc. Camp Shows 
will still be seen and heard in 1947 
by men in hospitals and men over- 
seas. 
Coincident with the announcement 


of the USO fall campaign, President 
Kimball made public his annual re- 
port, in which he says: 


"USO finds that at its peak of activ- 


ity, it was serving 1,000,000 people a 
day in one capacity or another, run-

3,035 Units at Peak 


"The number of operations, such 


as clubs, lounges and similar activi- 
ties, reached a high point back in 
March of 1944, a total of 3,035. As 
training camps closed and the men 
went overseas this number declined, 
but the over-all volume of work in- 
creased.

New Post-War Problems 


Referring to the future of USO, 


Mr. Kimball says in his report: "The 
successful conclusion of the war does 
not, cannot, and will not return the 
United States to its pre-war status 
It is clear even now that our armed 
forces in the postwar period must be 
numbered in the millions—and thus 
present a totally different problem. 


"The USO was formed to serve a 


temporary purpose— It neither seeks 
nor shirks any specific responsibility, 
but the particular responsibility it did 
assume hi 1941 will have to be dis- 
charged by the end of 1947." 


The report concludes with the 


resolution of the Board of Directors: 


"USO 
will complete its wartime, 
demobilization 
and reconversion 


services December 31, 1947. 


"In the meantime, the member 


agencies of USO which will have 
peace-time responsibilities in serving 
the armed forces will appraise those 
responsibilities in the light of the 
future plans of our country for the 
armed forces and, giving considera- 
tion to the pattern of cooperation set 
by USO, will determine in what 
fashion those responsibilities can 
best be discharged."
